And we muſt 
therefore take leave to ſay, Ir ſeems to usan indire& way of Diſquieting and Inva- 
ding our preſent Liberty, That ſo Irreligious a Meeting ſhould be held, whoſe End is to 
abuſe other Men for their Religion, If this ſhould be Imitzted by all the ſeveral forts 
of different Perſwaſions in this City, what Heaps and Confufions muſt neceſlari.
